Colonel Mnurel felt his posit!on keenly, 
and continually hesitated before reply- 
tug to Labor!'n questions. 
All this, however, was only prelimin­ 
ary to a fierce battle that earned be- 
tween M. I .abort and General My rater. 
the latter receiving IX inform-men to from 
General Boget, General (Jons* and Gen- 
era] De Botsdeffre as well as invaluable 
assistance from Colonel Joanna him 
self. 
M. La bori took General Murder over 
th* whole ground of his previous de p o 
aition. 
This led to several sharp pa©©, 
agvs at arms between the advocate and 
Colon el Jdoauat, who upheld Morcier 
in refusing to reply to several questions 
which, in the general opinion af thews 
in th© ooor*room, were distinctly perti- 
neat. 
W henever General H erder was cor 
oared he declined to answer, and Col­ 
onel faun 11st invariably supported him, 
M La bon protested most energetically. 
His word a and manner breathed tho 
deepest indignation, but the president 
of the courtm artial woe inflexible. 
The intervention of Generals Goose, 
Boget and De Boisdeffre and Major 
Lanth, who In rapid succession mounted 
the stage or rose in their seats and in ­ 
terposed remarks, was very exciting, 
and carried the spectators along on a 
wave of breathless interest.
